And it appeared today that unless 
tin? skidding Dodgers right them- 
selves pretty quick, they 
might 


make it six of the last 10. 


Their two most recent collapses 


occurred in 1942 when the Brooks 
bow a 10-game Independence Day 
lead to the St. Louis Cardinals, and 
1st year, when they saw a three 
and a half game lead vanish as the 
Chicago CUDS overtook them in the 
second half of the season. 


This year the Dodgers may be 


following the same pattern. 
Last 


July Fourth, Leo Durochcr's out- 
fit cnjo'ycd a seven game edge over 
the Cards and looked like a spcn- 
did bet to oppose the American 
League entry in the World Scries. 
Today, exactly six playing 
days 


later, the Rcdbirds have narrowed 
the gap to three and a half games, 
with an excellent opportunity 
to 


whittle Brooklyn's lead still fur- 
ther when they engage the 
Flat- 


bush cresv in a four-game scries 
starting tomorrow. 


The Cardinals gained a game and 


a half on the league leader yester- 
day by sweeping both ends of a 
double header from the New York 
Giants 2- land 5-4 while the Chi- 
cago Cubs handed 
the 
Dodgers 


their second straight defeat 13-2. 


Dave (Boo) Ferris gained 
his 


13th pitching success and his eighth 
straight over Detroit as the Amer- 
ican League leading Boston 
Red 


Sox defeated the Tigers 4-2 to in- 
crease their margin over the idle 
jVew York Yankees to eight games. 
A crowd of 26,290 increased the 
Red Sox attendance for 40 home 
games to 740,517, 10,000 more than 
their previous record high set, in 
1942. 


Rudy York, ex-Tiger, provided 


the winning runs for the league 
loaders when he slammed his llth 
home run with one man on b;ise 
in the eighth inning.

Due to 'Mishandling7, Termed 
Tragedy to Stricken Country

The breakdown of. Chinese dis- 


tribution of. UNRRA food, resulting 
in director-general LnQuardia or- 
dering all but emergency supplies 
withheld from China, appears to 
nave been clue to grave "mishan- 
dling," to use a Euphemism, but 
call it by any name you will nnd 
it still is a tragedy in view of the 
terrible famine conditions in that 
stricken country. 


UNRRA staff members in China 


custom permits him to help him- 
self to his lordship's whiskey nnd 
port.

since the end of the war. 


Argentine interest 
in 
German 
armaments,

stems from the fact that the Ar- 
gentine-army was German-trained 
and equipped before World War II. 
Thus any Gorman equipment re- 
ceived now would fit the pattern 
of German armaments already on 
hand. 


Argentine interesl in American

No one had any doubt, that King 


Juda would accept. The admiral 
left word he would save a ringside 
seat for him — probably on this, 
flagship — for the test now .sched- 
uled for July 25, local time. 


Blandy and his staff 
went 
by 


plane to Rongerik, 130 miles from 
Bikini, to see the king. He was in- 
troduced by Commodore Ben Wy- 
att, Marshall Island commandant, 
who explained through an inter- 
preter that "this man 
commands 


thousands of men and hundreds of 
ships," and is responsible for the 
whole project. 


Admiral Blandy, speaking slowly 
to permit an

great honor to visit Juda and his
